Act No. X, or 1840. 

An Act for the abclition of certain Pilgrim Taxes 
and for the superintendence of the Temple of Jugger- 
nath. 

I. Whereas it is considered propor to abolish the 
exaction of all taxca or fees upon pilgrims resorting to 
Allahabad, Gya, and Juggernath, and to transfer the 
charge of the of the Juggernath Temple ex- 
clusively to a competent Hindvo Superiatendeut, under 
a full responsibility to the established Courts of Jus-_. 
i the redreas of any violence or wrong, upon the

Ii. And it is hereby enacted, that the suporinten- 
deuce of the Temple of Jugg its interior 
‘economy, the conduct and management of its affairs, 
and the control over the Priests, Officers, and Servants 
attached to the Temple, stall continue vested in the 
Raja of Khoorda for tue time being; provided 
always that the eaid Rajah, and all persons’ connected 
‘with the said Templo shall on all occasions be guided 
by the recorded rules and institutions of the Temple, 
or by ancient end established usage, 0 fag as the same 
may be consistent with the Provisions of this Act. 

And it is hereby enacted, thatthe said Rajah 
of Khoorda shall nut receive or allow to be received 
hy any person connected with the said Temple, any 
payment, other than such voluntary donations as may 
he freely’ offered, from avy persan resorting to the 

Temple, fur the performance of religious cere= 
monie: 

IV. And itis hereby daclared and enacted, that 
the said Rajah, and all Priests, Officers, and Servants 
attached to the said Temple, are and shall be liable to 
be sued or prosecuted by any party interested, In any 
Civil or Criminal Court of competent jurisdiction, for 
any breach of trust, or official misfeasanee, com- 
mitted in the conduct’ of their cuties, or for any ex- 
tortion or illegal violence exercised upon pilgrims or 









































others under color of the authority conveyed by this

The following Act passod by the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor Genoral of India in Council on the 20th 
April 1840, is hereby promulgated for general infor. 
mation. 

Act No. XI. oF 1840. 

‘An Act for the Presidency of Bombay, amending 
the law conceraing Prisdners sentenced to labor or 
solitude, 

I. Itishereby enacted, In modification of Clause 
2. Section xLY Regulation XIII of 1827, of the 
Bombay Code, that no Prisoner confined in any part 
of the Provinces under the Presidency of Bombay 
shall be forced -to labor in any manner or be confined 
solitarily, unleys such labor or solitary confinement 
he oxpretsly directed by the sontenco of the Court 
under whose warrant he is confined ; and no Prisoner 
shall be foreéd to labor or be gonfined solitarily 
otherwise than according to his sentence, 

And it is hereby enacted. in modification of 
Clause 1, Sestion VIT Regulation XIV of 1829, of 
tho Bombay Code, that wherever under the Laws in 
force uniler that Presidency a Prisoner may be sen- 
tenced to lmprisonment with labor, it shall be lawful 
for the Court pronouncing such sentence to direct that 
solitary confinement be combined wtth the punishment 

isonment with labor. 

‘nd it is hereby provided that nothing in thie 
Act eontained shall be construed to he applicable to 
Conviets undergoing the pnntshment of transportation, 
or to legal restraint or punishment for breaches of 


prison disvipline.
